Yesterday nftcriioon, the Circuit Court 


resumed tho evidence for the prosecution 
in the Walton CUSP, which wo givo below : 


Henry HoiiBWorlli testified: Saw Will- 


ton como out of lh« church, theu Mussel- 
man, and then Forrest. Forrest said eomc. 
thing to Musselmnn and Musselman re- 
plied it was no place to light, aud he Bhould 
not light; saw Forrest and Wultou wnlk n 
few steps awny, and saw Walton mnl<e a 
motion to give him soBicthlng, and uaw 
Forrest turn back and strike MusBelnmn ; 
after he had quit Walton took hold 
of 


Forrest and said, "Damn it, Him won't 
do!" 


Nothing further on cross-examination. 
Samuel McDonnell sworn, and testified : 


Saw Forrest strike Mueselmnn, as he (Mc- 
Connoll) first c»mo out of the church; snw 
Forrest Btriko jMussclman two or three 
blows after Mussclnmn fell down; did not 
soo Forrest and Walton after Musselmnn 
fell down; did not flee them at nil ; could 
not say whether Forrest had anything in 
his hnnd when striking Musselmnu; saw 
Walton standing ten feet 
from Forrest 


when Forrest was striking MuBselninn. 


Cross-examined.—Saw 
Walton taking 


Forrcsts arm; did not henr any words. 


Win. McConnell testified : Did not know 


Walton or Forrest until that night; saw 
Mussulman go out of the house, when wit- 
ness wont out; uaw Musselman BoinB 
backwards and Forrest following, and 
strike Musselman a bnck-hnndcd blow ; 
saw MusBolman lean against tho uouse- 
saw Walton take Forrest and go towards 
tho east door, and afterwards Walton come 
out of the west door and asked if Mussel- 
man was hurt, and was told he was dend|; 
he turned away ; did not sec him nt all af- 
ter that; o light was brought out; Mus- 
Blman, was lying with liiu head on his hand; 
think ho was about dead, 


Cross-examined—Walton took hold of 


Forrest just as Musselman 
leaned up 


ngnlnst the house j did not henr anything 
said by Walton when he led Forrest away. 


Charles Ucrry testified : Saw Mussulman 


after he was dead; saw Forrest aud Wal- 
ton at the depot in Decatur about 1J o'clock 
at night; did not see any of the fuss at the 
church; came to Decatur with men who 
were trying to find tho boys; know tlmt 
Forrest and Walton were arrested and 
searched ; a knife, pair of knuckles aud 
revolver were found on them; do not 
remember which party had them or wheth- 
er one had nil or not, or wliicli had any 
pnrt of them.

the killing of Mussulman; all ho saw of 
Walton was his coming and taking hold of 
Forrest and snying that this imint bo slop- 
ped; heard the conversation between Foi- 
resl and Mussulman in the church ; do not 
know what was raid ; saw Forrest strike 
Miihsclmau, who staggered, when Forrest 
disappeared for a minute and then return- 
ed aud struck Musselman again; Forrest 
went out floulli-east; did not see wliero he 
went ; he was not gone more than half a 
minute, mid Musselman had just got up; 
did not see Mussulman do anything, For- 
rest and Musselman had separated when 
Walton onino up; Musselmnn staggered 
up aud nald, "What have they used on 
me," and fell against the house; Mussel- 
man did not live but nfcw minutes. 


Cross-examined—All I saw of Walton 


was his taking Forrest and saying ho 
wanted this llilng slopped. 


Win I! Horner testified about the same 


as oilier witnesses. 


Cross-examined—Forrest und Walton 


pasttod me about a mile and a half away 
when I was going homo ; they were going 
toward Oakley ; Mrs. W. lived in Oakley; 
Forrest lived on Mrs. W.'el'arm. 


John Donan testified that ho went to 


church about 7 o'clock ; saw Mussulman 
in church ; next snw him lying outside of 
Iho church dying : the body was taken in- 
to the church and left there till the Coro- 
ner anil Dr. Walters arrived. Witness 
here gave tliu names of those who had 
charge of the body till the Doctor arrived; 
was present when the wounds wore exam- 
ined, when the Coroner described tho 
wounds as he saw them, 


John Morcland testified : Was noting ns 


policeman in the vicinity of tho depot; 
found Walton at tho depot about I o'clock 
on Monday morning, Dec. 18th, in compa- 
ny with Forrest, The warrant wns placed 
in my hands; I arrested Walton in the 
Central House; found on him a pnlr of 
brass knuckles, and a revolver, and deliv- 
ored them to Mr. Jennings. Forrest was 
arrested by Mr. Kyan. and another man ; 
took n Kniio that wns given to mo by Mr. 
Ryan after he had nrrosled Forrest and 
went to tho jail and asked Walton if the 
knife was his, and ho said ho did not 
; 


had n conversation with Walton about tho 
killing of Musselman while I wns bringing 
Walton up to the jail; Walton offered mo 
$.",00 to take him to a hole! and nol to jail, 
and nflcrwnrdn offered Ifi 1,000; he said as 
for himself ho did not care a damn ; For- 
rest hail killed tlie man and he had brought 
him to town to run him off; Walton said 
lie knew that Muibelman wns dead before 
he left,

rattle ; FIIW Walton make a motion; wit- 
ne.-s i-howid to the jury what Unit million 
was; saw Walton pass his band to For- 
rest, aud at the some time heard something 


rattle, something like motnl, and after this 
Forrest wont up towards Mussulman find 
struck him cii the temple; the blow stag- 
gered him oil' tho step. 


Dr. Walters testified in relation to the 


wounds upon Iliu body of Musselmnn. 


George Havener testified: Saw Henry 


Forrest in the church; on tho right hand 
side of tho church; saw Forest como inlo 
easl door; Forrest Blood up against the 
door and sang; saw Forrest wipe his knife 
on Ihe scnbbord, and put it In his overcoat 
pocket; saw Walton come to the door and 
sneak to Forrest, aud ho went oul; did not 
hear what Walton said. 


This morning at the usual hour of open- 


ing Court, Iho trial of Archibald Wallon 
was resumed. 


Isaac Barnelt was called to the stand 


who testified lhat ho saw Mussclmnn go 
out, and saw Forest trip Mussolman as ho 
went out tho church. 
Musselman told 


witness that he was going oul to sec to his 
team, asking witness to go out with him ; 
did net see Mussclmnn ngaln until lie wns 
dying. 
Walton asked witness if Mussel- 


man was hurt; Walton went to Forest and 
both went out of Ihe yard to the road; 
went out in a grent hurry; didn't see (hem 
again, after they got over tlie fence. 


Alexander btlera gave evidence relnling 


to the killing of Mussclmnn about same ns 
tho others. Hoard Mussulman say "boys 
1 don't want any fuss with you," and heard 
Forest say with an oath, "I'll giro you a 
fuss." Snw Walton put his hand in his 
pocket and giro Forest something; saw 
Forest strike Mnsselman.J and then saw 
Walton give Forest a knife; saw Forest 
strike Mussulman; saw the knife glimmer 
in the light of the lump shining over (he 
transom ; saw Walton catch hold of For- 
est and run him and shove him into the 
door. Witness heard Walton ask who il 
was and nay "somebody hud better take 
care of him ;" afterwards saw Ihe (women 
riding townrds Decatur, going ns fast as 
the horses could go; was close lo Walton 
and Forest when Wnltou gave Forest 
something from his pocket. 


OI108S-BXAMINAT10N 


Counsel asked if witness had said to par- 


lies that if he could get iS'-'SO ho would 
leave the country and would not testify 
against Walton ; witness denied having 
said so, and in reply lo question of coun- 
sel said he wan never paid anything to tes- 
tify ; never told John Hill that hu was to 
get flfiO, or any money, or anything else 
for making arrest; did at one time tell a 
man that his nama was Thomas Parker, 
but had a reason for it. 


The cross-examination of this witness 


consumed a great deal of time, mainly re- 
hearsing andi criticising his previous lesti- 
mony.
